The Thirty-seventh Annual General Meeting was held on 
May 7 at V ictoria House, London, W.C. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Meston of Agra and Dunottar, K.C.S8.I. 
(the chairman of the corporation), presiding, said :—Our fixed 
assets or block account (exclusive of our new office building in 
Calcutta) has reached the imposing figure of £6 millions. 

Our actual outlay on capital account was again, as in last 
year, just under £250,060. 

Our actual working expenses, apart from depreciation and 
special charges such as income-tax, came to about £11,000 more 
than last year. This is fully covered by the increase in the 
cost of repairs and maintenance, which naturally follows the 
growth of our capital outlay. Coal continued to be extra- 
ordinarily cheap, close economy was exercised over our run- 
ning costs, and our total outlay on revenue account, including 
depreciation and special charges, was actually less by £7,000 
than in 1932. 

Our total receipts, on the other hand, were £39,000 worse 
than last year. The report and accounts were unanimously 
adopted.

The decrease of 0-9 per cent. in the index number for 
all articles for April follows a decrease of 1-4 per cent. 
in the March index number. The index numbers for 
the group “* Other food ’’ (82:1) and for food as a whole 
(78-5) are the lowest recorded since the present series 
of index numbers has been calculated (viz. January, 
1920), while that for cereals (77-8) is the same as the 
previous lowest record, which was in respect of August, 
1931. Of the industrial materials, the index number 
for the iron and steel group (97:1) is the highest 
recorded since November, 1930, and that for wool, 
although lower by 5-6 per cent. than the peak figure 
recorded for January, 1934, is higher than the index 
for any month during the period June, 1930, to 
December, 1933. 


The weekly index numbers, which are compiled on 
the basis of prices during the period September 1-19, 
1931 = 100 (i.e. the three weeks prior to the suspension 
of the gold standard in this country), showed a slight 
decline in food prices in each of the first two weeks of 
April, a small increase in the following week, and a 
slight decrease in the last week of the month. The 
index numbers for the four weeks ended with the 
period April 23-28 are 91-7, 91:3, 91°9, and 91-6, 
respectively. For industrial materials prices decreased 
slightly in each of the four weeks of the period, the 
index numbers being 111°9, 111-8, 111°3 and 111-1, 
respectively.

The decline in the average of food prices from the 
level of the previous month was mainly due to lower 
quotations for barley and for imported bacon and 
butter. There were substantial rises in the price of 
mutton, which were sufficient to offset declines in other 
meat prices and to keep the index for the meat and fish 
group at about the same level as in March. Among 
industrial materials, the largest decreases were 
recorded for the textile groups, wool, cotton and other 
textiles showing declines of 2-4, 1:9 and 0-7 per cent., 
respectively. 


As compared with a year earlier, the principal 
changes were the increases for wool (43-4 per cent.), 
cotton (14:1 per cent.), and miscellaneous industrial 
materials (10-6 per cent.). Small decreases were

recorded in three of the groups, viz. cereals, other 
food, and other textiles. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for April 
with those relating to March shows 26 increases and 
68 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 13 
of the former and 32 of the latter. Of the 13 increases 
for food, 7 were of less than 5 per cent., 3 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 3 were of between 10 
and 17 per cent. Of the 32 decreases, 21 were of less 
than 5 per cent., 7 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 
and 4 were of between 10 and 15 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 13 in- 
creases, 12 of these being of less than 5 per cent., and 
one of nearly 12 per cent., and 36 decreases, of which 
32 were of less than 5 per cent., and 4 were of between 
5 and 64 per cent. 


The table on page 706 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


Of the quotations for cereals which are included in 
the table, barley was cheaper by 11 per cent., and 
maize, rice, wheat and flour were all slightly cheaper. 
In the meat group, a reduction of 114 per cent. for 
Danish bacon, an increase of nearly 16 per cent. for 
English mutton, and small increases for New Zealand 
lamb, Argentine chilled beef, and Australian frozen 
beef were recorded. Among “ other foods,’’ Danish 
butter was cheaper by 8 per cent., while New Zealand 
butter was slightly dearer; tea and sugar were slightly 
cheaper. 


Of the industrial materials included in the table, 
small increases in the iron and steel group were 
recorded for galvanised sheets and tinplates. In the 
textile groups average prices were lower for practically 
all the items ineluded, the largest reduction being 
64 per cent. for raw cotton. Among miscellaneous in- 
dustrial materials, rubber was dearer by nearly 12 per 
cent., while hides were cheaper by 44 per cent. 


Items Not Included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index but not shown in the 


-accompanying table, the most noticeable variations in 


price in the food groups were increases of 17 per cent. 
for Scotch mutton and of nearly 9 per cent. in the 
average of the quotations of the four descriptions of 
fish, and reductions of 9 per cent. for Californian malt- 
ing barley and of 8 per cent. for Canadian barley. 
Among industrial materials, steel rivets were dearer by 
44 per cent., but prices for the majority of the items 
were either unchanged or showed only - slight 
reductions.

SURVEY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
FOR 1933 


The Board of Trade have prepared, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Home Office and the Ministry of Labour, a 
Survey of Industrial Development for the year 1933, 
which gives particulars of factories established, ex- 
tended and closed down during the year 1933, in cases 
where 25 or more people are, or have been employed. 
The Survey discloses that during the year 463 factories 
were opened, giving employment to 29,500 workers at 
the end of December, 95 factories were extended and 
409 were closed down. 

This Industrial Development is analysed geographi- 
cally, the country being divided into eight regions for 
this purpose and also industrially into 14 groups of 
trades which are further sub-divided. Tables are also 
included which give similar figures for the year 1932, 
which was the first year that was surveyed in this 
manner. An Appendix to the Survey contains details 
of the factories established, extended and closed down 
by area and by district.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
ISO-BUTYL-PARA-AMINO-BENZOATE 


A representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding iso-butyl-para-amino-benzoate. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 

‘‘The Treasury may by Order exempt from the duty 
imposed by section one of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period as 
may be specified in the Order, any article in respect of 
which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a representa- 
tion made by a consumer of that article that the article 
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is not made in any part of His Majesty’s Dominions in 
quantities which are substantial having regard to the 
consumption of that article for the time being in the 
United Kingdom, and that there is no reasonable 
probability that the article will within a reasonable 
period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions in such 
substantial quantities.”’

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
TYPEWRITERS, CASES, PARTS AND RIBBON 
SPOOLS 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 15) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1954, No. 405), which the Treasury 
have made on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, the following new rates of 
duty on typewriters and parts thereof apply as from 
May 4, 1934 :— 

(1) Typewriters, with or without cases (not including 
electric typewriters, accounting, adding, listing, 
book-keeping or billing machines or typewriters 
incorporated therein), the following :— 

(i) Of a weight up to and including 22 Ibs. 

(a) Three-bank machines—£1 65s. per 
machine or 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
whichever is the greater. 

(b) Four-bank machines—£2 per machine 
or 20 per cent. ad valorem, which- 
ever is the greater. 

(ii) Of a weight exceeding 22 lbs.—£3 10s. per 
machine or 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
whichever is the greater. 

(2) Cases and other parts (not being ribbon spools, 
whether with or without ribbon, or parts of such 
spools) of the following machines, namely: Type- 
writers (including electric typewriters), account- 
ing, adding, listing, book-keeping and billing 
machines—3s3s. per lb. 

(3) Empty ribbon spools adapted for use in typewriters 
(including electric typewriters), accounting, add- 
ing, listing, book-keeping and billing machines, 
cash registers, weighing machines and time re- 
corders, and parts of such spools—6d. per Ib. 


The Committee report that considerable progress has 
been made in the production of typewriters in this 
country, but that under present conditions plans which 
have been formulated for increasing United Kingdom 
production cannot, with safety, be put into operation 
unless the industry is assured of being able to obtain 
a greater share of the home market. The Committee 
consider it desirable in the national interest that a 
larger proportion of the typewriters used in this country 
should be of home manufacture. 


Imports in 1933 showed a steep rise, but the Com- 
mittee understand that a considerable proportion of the 
increase was due to the importation of second-hand 
machines, of which increasing numbers are coming on 
to the home market at very low prices, with serious 
repercussion on the demand for British machines. 

A White Paper (Cmd. 4573) containing the Treasury 
Order and the Committee’s Recommendation is pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


DIATOMACEOUS EARTH, ROSIN AND RAW 
TUNG OIL 


The Treasury have also given effect to Recommenda- 
tions of the Import Duties Advisory Committee that 
the following articles should be added to the Free 
List :— 

Raw diatomaceous earth as quarried. 
Rosin (colophony). 
Raw tung oil (or China wood oil). 
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The exemption applies from May 4. White Papers 
(Cmd. 4574 and 4575) containing the Treasury Orders 
(Import Duties (Exemption) Orders Nos. 5 and 6, 
1934: S.R. & O., 1934, Nos. 406 and 407), together 
with the Recommendations of the Advisory Committee 
to which they give effect, are published by H.M. 
Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2. 


Diatomaceous earth has a wide range of commercial 
uses, e.g. for sugar and oil refining and in the dyeing 
and cleaning and chemical trades, and it is an im- 
portant raw material for the manufacture of heat in- 
sulating materials. Supplies of this earth of the type 
required by these industries are not obtainable to any 
extent in the United Kingdom or in the Empire. 


The Advisory Committee state in their Recommen- 
dation relating to rosin and raw tung oil that the 
removal of the duty will encourage the development of 
the export trade in those paints, varnishes and soaps in 
the manufacture of which either or both of these 
articles are used, and will assist manufacturers of 
papers (in the production of which rosin is also used) 
to meet foreign competition on more favourable terms. 


PRESERVED FRUIT 
The Treasury announce that Recommendations have 
also been received from the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee regarding 
Fruit preserved by chemicals or artificial heat (other 
than fruit preserved in sugar); and 
Fruit (other than fresh fruit, fruit preserved in sugar, 
and dates) preserved by artificial cold, 
but that in accordance with the statement made by the 
Secretary to the Overseas Trade Department in the 
House of Commons on March 28, a decision on these 
Recommendations is being deferred pending the dis- 
cussions which are proceeding with the Netherlands 
Government. 


LEAD ACETATE; EGGS AND PEPPERCORNS 


The following Treasury Orders have been published 
by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, together with the recommendations 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee to which 
they respectively give effect :— 


LEAD ACETATE 


Cmd. 4577.—The Additional Import Duties (No. 14) 
Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 412), increasing the 
existing Customs duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem on 
lead acetate, whether normal, anhydrous or basic, as 
from May 7, 1934, to 25 per cent. ad valorem. 


The Advisory Committee state that the output of 
this chemical by United Kingdom manufacturers is 
considerably less than their productive capacity, while 
Continental lead acetate is being delivered in this 
country at prices which are lower than the British cost 
of production. They are satisfied that the higher duty 
will not adversely affect the industries using lead 
acetate. 

EGGs AND PEPPERCORNS 

Cmd. 4578.—The Import Duties (Substitution) 
(No. 1) Order, 1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 413), which 
substitutes the following specific rates of duty for the 
existing general ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. on 
eggs not in shell and peppercorns as from May 8, 
1934 : — 

Eggs not in shell— 
(i) Liquid or frozen, including glycerinated (whole, 
yolk or white)—4d. per Ib. 
(ii) Dried whole—24d. per Ib. 
(iii) Dried yolk—1l4d. per Ib. 
(iv) Dried albumen—23d. per Ib. 
Peppercorns, the fruit of piper nigrum, unground— 
5s. 6d. per ewt. 


The above rates are approximately equivalent to 
10 per cent. of the current average import values of the 
goods.

Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, April 28.—Light showers have fallen in some 
parts. Paddy is withering in parts of Chingleput and 


North Arcot owing to insufficient water. Standing crops 


are otherwise in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, May 1.—Light rain has fallen in the 
Santhal Perganas and parts of Monghyr, Hazaribagh and 
Ranchi. Standing crops are in good condition. The harvest- 
ing of sugarcane has finished and Dalua paddy is being 
harvested in Cuttack and Puri. The sowing of jute and 
bhadoi crops is proceeding. 


Punjab, April 30.—Rainfall has been general, the 
maximum registered being 1-10 inches at Sialkot and the 
minimum 0.01 at Ambala. The condition of standing extra- 
spring and autumn crops is average to good. Severe winds 
have damaged the wheat crop in Guzerat. 


Central Provinces, April 28.—The weather has been clear 
and hot. The threshing of rabi continues at Jubbulpore. 


Bengal, May 7.—There has been light to moderate rain. 
The sowing of autumn crops is progressing and prospects 
are satisfactory. 


Assam, May 7.—The weather has been seasonable. Crop

SIZE AND CHARACTER OF CATALOGUES AND 
ADVERTISING MATTER INTENDED FOR 
ARCHITECTS 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto reports that the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, in collaboration with 
the Royal Architectural Institute of Canada, has recently 
issued to its members a circular regarding the desirability 
of adopting a uniform standard of size for catalogues. The 
circular, it should be noted, refers only to products in which 
architects are likely to be interested. 


While the circular in question has been prepared primarily 


for the guidance of Canadian manufacturers, it is thought 


that the main suggestions made, which are reproduced 
below, may be of interest to United Kingdom firms.

GENERAL 


The value of advertising matter intended for architects 
depends a great deal on the information it contains and 
the form in which it is prepared. If of a technically infor- 
mative character, then its preservation for future reference 
becomes a matter of importance to both the architect and 
the advertiser. Briefly, its importance to the architect is in 
the ability to file the information in such a manner as to be 
readily available when required. In this way the architect 
will always be in a position to make an intelligent selection 
of the materials and methods that may be employed in the 
construction of a proposed building. To the advertiser its 
importance is in the preservation of the advertising matter 
for future reference and the knowledge that the cost of its 
publication and distribution has not been wasted. 


It is with this end in view that the filing requirements 
have been herein set out for the guidance of the manufac- 
turer in order that his advertising literature may be used 
by the architect to the fullest advantage. 


Size, ForM AND APPEARANCE 


The chief difficulty in filing advertising matter is the wide 
variation in size. It is highly desirable that a standard 
size be recognised which will readily lend itself to filing in 
the standard vertical filing equipment now in general use 
in Canada. It is, therefore, recommended that advertisers 
adopt the letterhead size (84 in. by 11 in.) for all publica- 
tions and thus conform to the standard filing system 
adopted by the Royal Architectural Institute of Canada. 


Advertising matter should be simple and _ businesslike. 
The covers need not be heavy, ornate or expensive, as these 
add nothing to the reference value of a publication, and 
tend to occupy valuable space in the file. 


ConTENTS, CLARITY AND DATING 


All literature intended for reference purposes should pre- 
sent the facts that an architect is likely to require. Helpful 
diagrams and tabulations should be given. Working draw- 
ings and drawings showing methods of installation should 
be reproduced accurately at an indicated scale, and should 
also be dimensioned wherever possible. Short specifications 
covering installations of the material are also desirable. 
Complete descriptions of the products should be given 
together with their adaptability and uses. It is well to bear 
in mind that architects, as a rule, do not specify directly 
from sales literature. 


All statements should be as brief as adequate presentation 
of the subject will permit. It is important to remember 
that an architect’s filing space is usually comparatively 
small, and if the descriptive material is cumbersome, it may 
be discarded owing to lack of space. The title of the publi- 
cation should clearly indicate its true character and in 
addition to giving the name of the manufacturer it should 
also give the addresses of his branches and representatives. 


Arrangement of the subject matter should be such as to 
facilitate reference. Elaborate and extravagant statements 
and irrelevant matter are useless and stimulate unfavour- 
able reaction on the part of the architect. 


All advertising literature should be dated in a prominent 
place on the cover in order that architects may know 
whether the information is sufficiently recent to warrant 
its acceptance without applying to the manufacturer for a 
later publication. If a new publication supersedes any 
previous publication, this fact should be clearly noted on the 


cover.

ARGENTINA 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


The total value of Argentina’s foreign trade during the 
first two months of the current year was 433,723,000 pesos 
paper, compared with 341,160,000 pesos paper in the same 
period of 1933, representing an increase of 92,563,000 pesos 
paper, equal to 27-1 per cent. The increase, however, is 
largely apparent inasmuch as it is mainly due to the general 
increase in the peso prices of both imported and exported 
commodities. 


Calculated on the basis of ‘‘ real’’ peso values, imports 
rose from 142,560,000 to 154,900,000 pesos paper, a difference 
of 12,340,000 pesos paper, or 8-7 per cent. Calculation of the 
sterling equivalents of these ‘‘ real ’’ values, however, showed 
a decline of 13-8 per cent., from £10,715,000 to £9,335,000. 
Textiles, foodstuffs, lumber, glass and earthenware appear 
to have been mainly responsible for this reduction, the 
quantities of these commodities imported during the first 
two months of the current year having dropped considerably. 


SovuRCES OF IMPORTS 


As regards the distribution of the import trade during 
the first two months of the year, Argentina effected 23-5 
per cent. of her purchases in the United Kingdom, as com- 
pared with 19-6 per cent. in 1933. The United States appears 
to be increasing her participation in the Argentine import 
trade in a marked degree, imports from that source account- 
ing for 14-6 per cent. of the total trade for the first two 
months of the present year, as against 10.4 per cent. in 
January-February, 1933 (an advance of 4-2 per cent. in 
terms of the total trade as opposed to 3-9 per cent. in the 
case of the United Kingdom). 


Among the other leading suppliers of the Argentine 
market, Germany is maintaining her share with 10-7 per 
cent., but Italy seems to be losing ground, having obtained 
only 8.2 per cent. of the total trade during the first two 
months of 1934, as against 10-1 per cent. in 1933. 





The average value was nearly double that of last season, 
amounting to 6-30d. per lb., as compared with 3-32d. per Ib. 
last season. The total value of mohair exported from July, 
1933, to March, 1934, was £274,025, as compared with 
£110,972 in the same period of last season.—South African 
Trade Commissioner in London. 





Even when taking into account the smaller number of 
working days, exports during February showed a slight 
slowing down of the upward movement recorded in January,

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the respective figures being 126,159,000 pesos paper and 
152,662,000 pesos paper. The total for the two months was 
thus 278,821,000 pesos paper, an increase of 80,222,000, or 
40°4 per cent. over the corresponding figure of 198,600,000 
pesos paper for 1933. When allowance is made, however, for 
the fall in the exchange value of the exports by converting 
these figures into sterling, it is found that the exports during 
these two months have risen in value from £14-9 million to 
£18-6 million, or 25 per cent. This appreciable improvement 
is due not only to the larger quantities shipped, especially in 
the case of maize, but also to the higher prices ruling for 
some of the principal exports, such as wool, hides, wheat, 
maize and linseed. 


COLOMBIA 


FOREIGN TRADE, GOLD AND COFFEE 


Imports during the first three months of 1934 amounted to 
84,154 tons, valued at 14,809,324 pesos, while exports totalled 
436,568 tons, valued at 34,854,146 pesos. 

The total production of gold in Colombia during 1933 was

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH

TALLINN 

The total turnover of foreign trade during March last was 
8,430,700 kroons, imports representing 4,591,100 krs., as 
compared with 1,831,500 krs. in March, 1933, while exports 
totalled 3,839,600 krs. and 2,164,500 krs., respectively, a 
balance in favour of imports of 751,500 krs. 

The total value of imports for the first three months of 
the current year was 11,557,900 krs., as against 6,135,400 krs. 
in the first quarter of last year, while exports amounted to 
10,800,000 krs. and 6,246,900 krs., respectively, a balance 
in favour of imports for the first quarter of the current year 
of 757,900 krs. 

As regards imports, Great Britain took second place dur- 
ing March with goods to a value of 698,300 krs., while Ger- 
many’s share amounted to 1,120,900 krs. Great Britain 
imported Estonian goods to a value of 1,396,200 krs., as 
against 744,300 krs. imported. by Germany, which latter 
country ranked second in the list of purchasing countries.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


(From the British Embassy) 
PaRiIs 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first quarter 
of 1934 show that the value of imports amounted to 6,657 
million francs, as against 7,812 million frs. in the first 
quarter of 1933, a decrease of 1,155 million frs., or 15 per 
cent., and that of exports to 4,514 million frs., as against 
4,558 million frs., a decrease of 44 million frs., or 1 per 
cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 651 million frs. (24 per 
cent.), those of raw materials by 309 million frs. (8 per 
cent.), and of manufactured articles by 195 million frs. (14 
per cent.). Exports of foodstuffs rose by 43 million frs. (7 
per cent.), and of raw materials by 212 million frs. (19 per 
cent.), but there was a fall of 300 million frs. (10 per cent.) 
in manufactured articles. 

There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
during the first quarter of the year amounting to 2,143 
million frs., as against one of 3,254 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

As regards weight, imports in the first quarter of 1934 
amounted to 11,769,000 tons, as against 12,220,000 tons, a 
decrease of 451,000 tons, and of exports to 6,315,000 tons, as 
against 5,876,000 tons, an increase of 439,000 tons. Imports 
of foodstuffs fell by 399,000 tons, of raw materials by 22,000 
tons and of manufactured articles by 29,000 tons. Exports 
of foodstuffs fell by 15,000 tons, whereas there was a rise of 
366,000 tons in those of raw materials and of 88,000 tons in 
those of manufactured articles. 


GERMANY 
FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL 


A Decree amending the Foreign Exchange regulations 
was published in the ‘‘ Deutscher Neichsanzeiger’’ No. 90 
of April 18, states a report from Berlin. 

The most important alteration is that the free limit up to 
which foreign currency may be taken or sent out of Germany 
without a permit has been reduced from 200 Reichsmarks 
per calendar month to 50 R.mks. This free limit applies 
only to foreign currency or German coins other than gold 
coins. It is forbidden to take or send Reichsmark notes 
(Reichsbank notes, Rentenbank notes or private German 
banknotes) or German gold coins abroad. 

Provision is made whereby persons whose sole domicile or 
residence is in Germany may take with them or have sent 
abroad to them, in addition to the free limit of foreign 
currency, travellers’ cheques or letters of credit up to the 
value ot 150 R.mks. per calendar month, but such cheques 
or letters of credit may only be taken or sent out of the 
country during three months in one calendar year. Beyond 
these limits money may only be taken or sent abroad with 
the permission of the exchange control authorities. 

It is provided that the foreign exchange control offices can 
decide, for foreign exchange purposes, whether a person shall 
be regarded as a resident in Germany, a foreigner or a 
Saarlander. ; 

A resident in Germany who has been refused foreign 
exchange for a particular transaction, or who has been in- 
formed that his general foreign exchange permit is not valid 
for certain business, may not enter into any obligations in 
respect of such transaction or business the fulfilment of 
which would necessitate the permission of the foreign 
exchange control authorities. 

Claims in Reichsmarks of residents in Germany against 
foreign firms must be reported to the Reichsbank within 
three days of acquisition, and the gift of securities expressed 
in Reichsmarks, gold marks or in terms of goods from a 
foreigner to a resident in Germany must be similarly 
reported. 

Certain clauses in the new Decree tighten up control 
on the transfer and deposit of securities by residents in 
Germany. 

It is stated in the press that regulations will be issued 
providing that tourist agreements between Germany and 
other countries will not be affected whereby travellers may 
take more than 200 R.mks. in foreign currency to certain 
countries.

FRANCE—UNITED KINGDOM 


COMMERCIAL RELATIONS: PROVISIONAL 
MODUS VIVENDI 


On February 11 last the French Government gave notice 
of denunciation of the Anglo-French Conventions of Com- 
merce and Navigation of January 26, 1826, and February 28, 
1882, this denunciation to take effect as from May 12 next. 
Negotiations for the conclusion of a new Treaty have been 
begun. It has been agreed that, as a provisional modus 
vivendi, pending the conclusion of this treaty, the 1882 
Convention shall be continued in force, subject to a fort- 
night’s notice of denunciation by either side, with the ex- 
ception of Articles 7, 8 and 9 relating to navigation, which 
will lapse on May 12, and on the understanding that neither 
country will invoke the provisions of the Convention in the 
matter of quantitative restrictions on the importation of 
goods from the one country into the other. 

As regards shipping questions, it should be noted that both 
countries are parties to the Maritime Ports Convention 
signed at Geneva on December 9, 1923. 


FRANCE—SWITZERLAND 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of March 31 contains the 
text of a new Commercial Convention between France and 
Switzerland which was signed at Berne on March 29. The 
Convention will come into force twenty days after exchange 
of ratifications, but has been enforced provisionally as from 
the date of publication. The Convention, which replaces 
and annuls that of July 8, 1929 (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of Octo- 
ber 31, 1929, page 513), is concluded for a period of six 
months, and if not denounced two months before the ex- 
piration of that period is to continue in force subject to 
three months’ notice of termination by either party. 

The Convention reproduces the text of that of July 8, 
1929, with the following modifications :—The provision pro- 
viding for reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment in the 
matter of Customs duties has been replaced by one contain- 
ing an undertaking by France to accord ‘‘ Minimum ”’ 
tariff treatment to all Swiss goods with the exception of 
those figuring in a short list and an undertaking by 
Switzerland to accord most-favoured-nation treatment to 
all French goods with a similar exception. 

Articles 3 and 4 which provided for reductions and con- 
solidations of Swiss and French Customs duties, respec- 
tively, have been omitted. 

An additional exception to most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is made in respect of advantages accorded by either 
party to a third State with the object of establishing an 
equilibrium between its internal taxation and that of the 
third State, in particular for the avoidance of double taxa- 
tion or for the purpose of ensuring reciprocally protection 
and legal aid in the matter of fiscal obligations or penalties. 
A declaration annexed to the Protocol to the Convention

repeats the text of an undertaking contained in the Conven- 
tion of July 8, 1929, and in an exchange of notes of March 
11, 1928, regarding false indications of origin. In par- 
ticular France undertakes to prevent the improper use 
of Swiss regional designations for milk products (cheeses) 
and Switzerland to prevent improper use of French regional 
designations for products of the vine. The use of these 
designations is to be prohibited for products originating 
from other sources even when the true source is indicated 
on the label, etc., or when the regional name is accompanied 
by a word such as kind, type, style, etc. 

Agreements were also entered into between the two 
countries at the same time which deal with quota restrictions 
and certain other matters. These extend for a further six 
months the Arrangement of June 24, 1932, between France 
and Switzerland concerning quotas for industrial products 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 11, 1932, page 190), which 
was due to expire on March 31. 

The full text of the Agreements has not been published, 
but under them France has entrusted Switzerland with the 
administration of her quotas for the following :— 


Artificial perfumes; artificial abrasives; iron and steel 
wire; steam engines; pumps without piston; Diesel and 
semi-Diesel engines; textile machinery; metal-working 
machine tools; milling machines; reeds, fittings, combs for 
weaving; motor-cycle engines and spare parts; metal parts 
for motor-car wheels; lead; rolled zinc; copper tubes; cer- 
tain woollen hosiery; silk or rayon stockings and socks; 
felts for lining and soles; gramophones; and typewriters.

AMENDMENTS IN FORM OF CERTIFICATE OF 


ORIGIN 


With reference to the recent amendments to the “‘ Ottawa 


Trade Agreement Rules, 1932,’’ which were set out in the 
‘“‘ B.T.J.” of March 29 (page 500), ‘‘The Indian Trade 
Journal ’’ of March 29 contains the text of a Press com- 
muniqué dated March 24, issued by the Indian Central 
Board of Revenue, to the effect that the ae conse- 
quential amendments shall, 
be made in Certificate of Origin (Form A), the full text of 
which was published in the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of Janu- 
ary 5, 1933 (page 37):— 


with effect from May 1, 1934, 


(1) For sub-paragraphs (a) and (b) of paragraph 5, the 


following shall be substituted, namely :— 


‘‘(a) That the final process of manufacture of each and 
every article (excluding the process of mixing, 
bottling, labelling, packing into retail containers 
or the like, if these constitute the only final 
process of manufacture carried out in the 
country) has been performed in that country.

finished state.”’ 


(2) Add the following as Schedule at the end, namely :— 

‘‘1. Machinery and component parts thereof meaning 
machines or parts of machines to be worked by 
manual or animal labour and any machines 
(except such as are designed to be used exclu- 
sively in industrial processes) which require for 
their operation less than one quarter of one brake- 
horse-power. 


2. Carriages and carts which are not mechanically pro- 


- pelled and cycles (other than motor cycles) imported entire 
or in sections and parts and accessories thereof; excluding 
rubber tyres and tubes. 


3. Motor cars including taxicabs and articles (other than

TARIFF TREATMENT OF TINPLATES AND 
TINNED SHEETS 


Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 4185, issued by the Dominion 


Department of National Revenue on April 10, supersedes, 
with effect from December 12 last, the ruling as to the 
Tariff treatment of tinplates and tinned sheets imported 
into Canada laid down in Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 3839, 
dated March 9, 1932 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ for March 17, 1932, 
page 396). 

The revised ruling is as follows: :— 

Tinplates in sizes, weights or gauges and tin coatings, as 
indicated hereunder, in the following qualities: Coke, Best 
Coke, Best Best Coke, Kanners Special, and Stove Board, 
and in 1-A and 2-A Charcoal, are held to be of a class made 
in Canada, and are classified under Tariff Item 383(b).*

BUDGET RESOLUTIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 26 
(pages 643-7) regarding changes proposed in the rates of the 
Canadian Customs Tariff by the recently introduced Budget 
Resolutions, it should be noted that the duty under the 
British Preferential Tariff on Item 210d, viz.: ‘‘Sodium, sul- 
phate of, crude, or salt cake,’’ is } ct. and not % ct. per 
pound; and that Tariff Item 523i relates to filter cloth 
wholly of cotton, with cut pile, etc. 


Excise Taxes on Matt, Beer, Etc. 


With reference to the paragraph in the abovementioned 
notice relating to the Excise duty on malt and the Excise 
tax on beer, it should be noted that the printed copy of 
the Resolutions, which has now been received, contains the 
following proposals :— 


That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the 
Excise Act, and to provide :— 


1. That the Excise duty on malt be increased as follows : — 


(a) On screened malt (malt from which the coom- 
ings have been removed), manufactured in 
Canada subject to Excise regulations with 
respect to absorption of moisture in warehouse, 


) 


from 3 cents per pound to 74 cents per pound ; 


(b) On malt imported into Canada and warehoused, 
irom 3 cents per pound to 7} cents per pound; 


(¢) On malt imported into Canada, crushed or ground, 
from 5 cents per pound to 94 cents per pound; 


thereby consolidating as a single duty of Excise the duties 
of Excise now imposed upon malt used in the brewing of beer 
and the gallonage tax imposed under the Special War 
Revenue Act at the rate of 12} cents per gallon upon the 
beer itself, the said gallonage tax to be repealed by an 
amendment to the Special War Revenue Act. 


2. (a) That the existing duty imposed on beer or any 


fermented beverage made in imitation thereof, 
brewed in whole or in part from any other sub- 
stance than malt, be increased from 15 cents 
per gallon to 25 cents per gallon, thereby main- 
taining the differential rate of duty between 
beer brewed by the use of malt and beer brewed 
by the use of other substances and combining 
with the said Excise duty the gallonage tax im- 


posed upon such liquor under the Special War 
Revenue Act. 


(6) That an Excise duty be imposed on all beer im- 
ported into Canada and taken out of bond for

to replace the Excise tax imposed at the same 
rate under the Special War Revenue Act. 


(c) That an Excise duty be levied upon all beer brewed 
from duty-paid malt in storage at the time of 
the comiiy into force of this Act at the rate of 
10 cents per gallon. 


3. That an Excise duty be levied upon all unfermented 
wort (sweet wort) suitable for the brewing of beer in storage 
and unsold at the coming into force of this Act, at the rate 
of 10 cents per gallon, thereby equalising the duty to be 
levied upon such sweet wort with the duty to be levied upon 
the malt entering into the production of sweet wort produced 
after the coming into force of the increased duty on malt 
hereby proposed ; the tax imposed upon such wort under the 
Special War Revenue Act to be repealed. 


4. That Excise duties be levied on all malt syrup suitable 
for the brewing of beer at the following rates :— 


(a2) When manufactured or produced in Canada prior 
to the coming into force of this Act, 20 cents 
per pound; 


(b) When manufactured or produced in Canada after 
the coming into force of this Act, 17 cents per 
pound ; 


(c) When imported into Canada or taken out of ware- 
house after the coming into force of this Act, 
20 cents per pound; 


the above duties to replace the existing tax imposed by the 
Special War Revenue Act at the rate of 20 cents per pound, 
the reduction under (6) being to compensate for the in- 
creased duty on malt which enters into the production of 
such syrup. 


5. That any enactment founded on this Resolution shall 
come into force on July 1, 1934. 


GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS 


REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF: INTRODUCTION 
OF PREFERENCE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Duties Ordinance, 1934, which provides for revised rates of 
Customs duty on goods imported into the Gilbert and Ellice 
Islands Colony on and after March 15. The new Tariff 
introduces Preferential rates of Customs duty on Empire 
goods for the first time. In most cases the grant of prefer- 
ence has been effected by maintaining the rates of duty pre- 
viously in force (which applied to imports from all sources) 
as the British Preferential Rates and by increasing those 
duties (generally by 12} per cent. ad valorem) on goods of 
foreign origin. 


The new schedule of import duties is reproduced below,

The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Controller has notified the figure of German coal con- 
sumption for March, 1934, at 8,677,000 metric tons, i.e., an 
increase of 16 per cent. over 74 million metric tons. In 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement of

IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
has forwarded translations of a Royal Decree and a 
Decision of the Council of Ministers authorising modifica- 
tions in the Quota Regime. 


Tables annexed to the Decree give details of articles 
exempt from the Regime, and articles now brought under 
the Regime for the first time, together with details of the 
authorisation taxes on such goods. Further tables give 
details of increases in the existing authorisation taxes on 
certain articles, and lists of goods on which the existing 
taxes are maintained. 


The Decision of the Council of Ministers provides for 
machinery to administer the proceeds of the authorisation 
taxes, which are to be earmarked for the payment of export 
premiums, 

Particulars of goods of interest to United Kingdom ex- 
porters which have been subjected to increased authorisa- 
tion taxes or which have been brought within the Quota 
Regime will be published in next week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 


SWITZERLAND 
EXPORT OF WATCH PARTS RESTRICTED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Berne has 
forwarded a copy of a recent Decree laying down measures 
for the control and protection of the Swiss watchmaking 


. industry which are to remain in force until December 31, 


1935. 


Among other provisions, the Decree prohibits the sale for 
export and the exportation of unfinished movements, 
‘* chabl ” and iry watchmaki lies, whether de- 

chablons ” and sundry waichmaking supplies, whether de 
tached or partly assembled (Tariff Nos. 930 a-c and 934 a 
and c), unless the goods are accompanied by an export certi- 
ficate issued by the ‘‘ Chambre Suisse de l’Horlogerie’’ or 
by the ‘‘ Fiduciaire Horlogere Suisse.”

Revised British Standard Specification for Tungsten Filament 


General Service Electric Lamps. 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a revision 
of the British Standard Specification for Tungsten Filament 
Electric Lamps No. 161-1934. 

B.S.8. No. 161 now deals only with Lamps for General 
Service, the remaining Schedules for Traction Lamps, Train 
Lighting Lamps, Bus Lamps, Navigation Lamps and Road 
Traffic Control Light Signal Lamps being issued (unaltered at 
present) as a separate specification, No. 555-1934. 

Che revision of the General Service Lamp Specification, 
No. 161, differs principally in three ways from the 1932 issue 
of the specification, the changes having been made possible 
by the much higher degree of uniformity in initial efficiency 
and life to which individual manufacturers to-day can manu- 
facture lamps, although the life characteristics of lamps of 
different makes still differ slightly. 

Firstly, the revision calls for a more definite and higher 
degreo of uniformity in the rated efficiency, and therefore in 
life at rated volts of the lamps in any batch. The average 
watt consumption and the average initial efficiency of a batch 
of lamps have also to fall inside definite limits. The greater 
uniformity has also permitted a considerable reduction in the 
sampling tolerances of Table 4. 

Secondly, it calls for a minimum average life of 1,000 hours 
at rated volts. The improved uniformity referred to above 
allows the life and quality tests to be carried out at rated 
volts, so that the user will now obtain with lamps conforming 
to this revised specification a definite security for length of 
life at rated volts. This testing at rated volts also allows for 
simplification of life-testing plant and procedure. 

Vhirdly, it guarantees a standard of quality which is higher 
than that of the 1932 issue and which also equitably accommo- 
dates lamps of slightly different candle power performance 
during life. The standard of quality is defined in terms of an 
average efficiency throughout a life of 1,000 hours. The average 
quality so defined of a batch of lamps must be above a 
specified value.

Cable Glands and Sealing Boxes for Use in Mines. 


A specification has just been issued by the British Stan- 
dards Institution for Cable Glands and Sealing Boxes for use 
in Mines, both on the surface and underground at 250, 660, 
3,300, 6,600 and 11,000 volts. 

The construction of cable glands and the method of securing 
the metallic covering of the cable to the box is dealt with in 
detail and standard minimum clearing spaces and creeping 
distances are laid down. Full particulars are also given for 
the construction of sealing boxes, particularly those attached 
to apparatus. 

An endeavour was made to secure an agreed series of stan- 
dard facings for electrical machinery for use underground so 
that standard cable glands could be added without change 
when machine or gear were taken out for repair or overhaul, 
but so far it has not been found possible to secure agreement. 

A number of faults originate at sealing boxes due to various 
faulty methods in making the connections to the copper cores 
and metallic covering of the cable and also neglecting to see 
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that the sealing box is properly filled with insulating com- 
pound and that it is compound tight and watertight under all 
conditions, and an Appendix dealing with the jointing, bond- 
ing and scaling of cables has therefore been included as a 
guide to users.

Steel Arches for Use in Mines. 

An important revision has just been issued of B.S.S. 
No. 227, Steel Arches for use in Mines. ‘The revision consists 
primarily of an extension of the original specification to in- 
clude splay-legged arches, as well as the straight-sided and 
horse-shoe types, to which the original specification was 
confined. 

An important amplification of the original specification has 
also been made in the direction of the quality of material 
specified. Provision has now been made for the use of two 
distinct types of steel, a mild steel quality and a rail steel 
quality and a full specification is given for both.

British Standard Bevel Gears. 

A further step has been made by the British Standards 
Institution in the standardisation of machine-cut gearing with 
the issue of B.S.S. No. 545—1934, Machine-cut Gears, B. 
Bevel, for helical, curved and straight teeth, which deals with 
the matter in the same comprehensive way as the Helical and 
Straight Spur Specification issued in 1932. 

The specification applies to machine-cut conical gears with 
straight, curved, helical or spiraloid teeth and having a 
pressure angle of 20° C. ‘Two classes of gears are provided 
for, high-class cut gears suitable for peripheral speeds above 
750 ft. per minute, and commercial cut gears for peripheral 
speeds below 1,200 feet per minute. It will be noted that the 
classification has been so fixed as to permit of considerable 
overlap, and it is suggested that where any of the speeds of 
gears may fall in either of the two classes that the lower class 
is suitable for the duty, but that the higher class should be 
selected where special high-grade work is required or excep- 
tionally severe conditions have to be met. 

The Specification has been based on the assumption that the 
gears will be suitably operated on shafts of ample size pro- 
vided with efficient thrust bearings where required, and that 
they will be effectively lubricated, and a recommendation is 
included that the face width should be limited to one-third 
of the cone distance and that the pitch should be not less than 
one-third of the face width. 

As in the previous Specification, the speed factor used in 
the determination of the horse power capacity has been based 
on revolutions per minute, and the reasons for this are given 
in a Foreword together with causes which led the Committee 
to adopt the 20° pressure angle. 

The Specification includes a full list of definitions and deals 
with the dimensions of the gears in detail. Full particulars 
are also included for determining the strength and horsepower 
rating, and a recommendation has been included for working 
temperature. 

The Specification does not apply to aviation gearing.

Light Railway Rails and Portable Railway Track. 

The British Standards Institution has recently issued a 
specification which supersedes the B.S. Specification No. 104 
for Light Flat Bottom Railway Rails and Fishplates issued 
in 1919, and introduces a new standard for portable railway 
track. 

As a result of an enquiry circulated among the rail rollers 
it has been ascertained that the relative demand for rails of 
the 10, 12, 16 and 18 lb. sections is very small, and it has 
accordingly been agreed to withdraw these sections from the 
British Standards in order to encourage more economic pro- 
duction by the concentration of the demand upon the 14 lb. 
and 20 lb. sections. In the present specification, therefore, 
only these two sections have been included. Experience has 
indicated the desirability of some modification of the dimen- 
sions of the fishplates and fishbolts and the dimensions for 
these as now standardised represent what has for some time 
been customary practice. 

The standard gauge of portable railway track dealt with in 
this specification is 24 in. and three weights of track, ranging 
from 14 lb. rails on 7 lb. per yard sleepers to 20 lb. rails on 
13 lb. per yard sleepers, are standardised. 

The specification lays down the detailed dimensions for 
sleepers and fastenings, and such dimensions for assembled 
track and turnouts as are essential’ to secure interchangeability 
of sections. 

One important feature is the adoption of a standard flange- 
way clearance for turnouts, though provision is made for 
alternative clearances where these are necessary to suit the 
wheel-back dimensions of existing rolling stock.

there is no reasonable probability that those articles will, 
within a reasonable period, be made in His Majesty’s 
Dominions in such substantial quantities. 

Now therefore, we, the Lords Commissioners of His

PRESENT, 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is provided that 
after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or descrip- 
tion has on a reference from the appropriate department 
been held by a committee appointed for the purposes of the 
said Act, and the report of the committee on the matter has 
been taken into consideration by the department, that 
department may, unless it appears to them that the trade 
of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other parts 
of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United Kingdom would 
be prejudiced if imported goods of that class or description 
for use or consumption in the United Kingdom were pro- 
hibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of origin, 
make a representation to His Majesty that it is desirable 
that an Order should be made under the said Section 2, and 
His Majesty in Council may thereupon, subject to the provi- 
sions of the said Act, make an Order prohibiting the sale 
or exposure for sale in the United Kingdom of imported 
goods of that class or description unless they bear an indica- 
tion of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
section an enquiry in relation to imported chilled beef, 
frozen mutton, frozen lamb, frozen pork, frozen beef, frozen 
veal, boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted pork and 
edible offals, has, on a reference from the appropriate de- 
partment, namely the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland acting jointly (hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the Department ’’) been held by a committee ap- 
pointed for the purposes of the said Act and the report of 
that committee has been taken into consideration by the 
Department : 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section (1) 
of the said section it appears to a committee to be desirable 
that any imported goods should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation, and the committee so reports to 
the appropriate department, that department unless, having 
regard to all the circumstances of the case including the re- 
export trade of the United Kingdom in that class or descrip- 
tion of goods, it considers such action undesirable, may 
make a representation to His Majesty that the goods should 
bear an indication of origin at the time of importation, and 
His Majesty may by Order-in-Council under the said section

(without prejudice to His powers under sub-section (1) of 
the said section) make provision accordingly : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Department that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if chilied beef, frozen mutton, 
frozen lamb, frozen pork, frozen beef, frozen veal, boneless 
beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted pork and edible offals 
imported for use or consumption in the United Kingdom 
were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of 
origin, and the Department has accordingly made repre- 
sentations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order 
should be made under the said Section 2: 


And whereas the committee has reported to the Depart- 
ment that it appears to them to be desirable that chilled 
beef, frozen mutton, frozen lamb, frozen pork, boneless beef, 
boneless veal, salted beef, salted pork and edible offals should 
bear an indication of origin at the time of importation : 


And whereas the Department having had regard to all the 
circumstances of the case, including the re-export trade in 
those goods, has made representations to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that chilled beef, frozen mutton, frozen lamb, 
frozen pork, boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted 
pork and edible offals should bear an indication of origin at 
the time of importation: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in Him 
by the said Act, and of all other powers enabling Him in 
that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows : — 


1. Subject as hereinafter provided, it shall not be lawful 
to import any chilled beef, frozen mutton, frozen lamb, 
frozen pork, boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted 
pork or edible offals into the United Kingdom, or to sell or 
expose for sale in the United Kingdom any imported chilled 
beef, frozen mutton, frozen lamb, frozen pork, frozen beef, 
frozen veal, boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted 
pork or edible offals unless such meat bears an indication of 
origin. 


2. The indication of origin shall be branded, or stamped 
stencilled or printed in ink or stain, durably and conspicu- 
ously, in letters which shall, except where otherwise specifi- 
cally provided, be not less than one half of one inch in 
height. 


3. The indication of origin required on importation shall 
be applied as follows, that is to say— 


[. In the case of chilled beef, each side of chilled beef 
shall bear the indication of origin on the outer 
side in a continuous series of words in three 
columns extending longitudinally :— 


(i) from the hock joint to the neck, in a line 
passing over the round, aitchbone and 
rump and then continuing at a distance of 
two inches from the chine bone to the 
neck; and 

(ii) from the hind leg or shin to the fore-shin in 
a line drawn down the middle of the side; 
and 

(iii) from the fore-rib or crop to the sticking in a 
line drawn midway between the lines 
specified in (i) and (11). 

as shown in the diagram, Figure I, in the Schedule 

to this Order. 


II. In the case of frozen mutton and frozen lamb, each 
earcase shall bear the indication of origin on the 
outer side of the leg of each hind-quarter, and on 
the outer side of the best-end and shoulder of each 
fore-quarter, composing three marks on each side 
of such carcase in the positions shown in the 
diagram, Figure II, in the Schedule to this Order. 


IiI. In the case of frozen pork, each carcase shall bear 
the indication of origin on each side of the carcase 
on the outer side of the leg, loin, fore-end (spare- 
rib and blade-bone) and hand-and-spring, com- 
posing four marks on each side in the positions 
shown in the diagram, Figure III, in the Schedule 
to this Order. 


IV. Except where any portion of a side of chilled beef or 
of a carcase of frozen mutton or frozen lamb or 
frozen pork is one of the forms of meat specified 
in the next following paragraph of this Order, each 
portion of any such side or carcase shall bear such 
markings indicative of origin as it would have 
borne if it had formed part of a complete side or

carcase of such meat which had been marked in the 
mauner hereinbefore in this Article prescribed. 


V. In the case of boneless beef, boneless veal, salted 
beef, salted pork and edible offals the indication of 
origin shall be applied to each container or 
package. 


4. The indication of origin required on sale and exposure 
for sale, whether wholesale or by retail, shall be applied as 
follows, that is to say:— 

I. In the case of chilled beef, frozen mutton, frozen 
lamb and frozen pork, in like manner as on im- 
portation; provided that where any joint or cut of 
such meat did not on importation or does not by 
reason of the method of preparation for market 
in the ordinary course of trade bear any marking 
such as is mentioned in Article 3 of this Order, the 
indication of origin shall be applied by means of a 
ticket or label placed on each portion of meat. 


II. In the case of boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, 
salted pork and edible offals— 
(a) in like manner as on importation, or 
(b) by means of a ticket or label placed on each 
portion of meat or each container or 
package of meat. 

III. In the case of frozen beef and frozen veal, in like 
manner as is hereinbefore specified in the case of 
boneless beef, boneless veal, salted beef, salted pork 
and edible offals. 


Provided that in the case of any joint or cut of chilled 
beef or frozen mutton or frozen lamb or frozen pork such

(a) Where a tray, slab or rail contains either only im- 
ported meat of Empire origin, or only imported 
meat of foreign origin, as the case may be, and 
a ticket or label bearing the indication of origin 
is prominently displayed on such tray, slab or 
rail, clearly visible to intending purchasers and 
adequately identifying the meat to which it 
applies. 

(b) Where such meat is exposed for sale in a shop deal- 
ing, for the time being, solely with either im- 
ported meat of Empire origin or imported meat 
of foreign origin and two notices, each not less 
than two feet square, are prominently displayed 
in the shop, clearly visible to intending pur- 
chasers and adequately identifying the meat, 
bearing the words ‘‘ All meat in this shop is im- 
ported meat of Empire origin ’’ or ‘‘ All meat in 
this shop is imported meat of foreign origin,’ as 
the case may be, in letters not less than two inches 
in height. 


Provided also that in the case of any portion of meat of 
the kinds specified in the last foregoing proviso, the pro- 
visions of this Article as to the application of the indication 
of origin on sale shall be deemed to be complied with :— 

(a) Where the indication of origin is clearly and con- 
spicuously stated on an invoice or delivery note 
attached to or accompanying the meat. 

(6) Where a sale of any portion of meat which is duly 
marked on exposure for sale in accordance with 
the provisions of this Article is made to a pur- 
chaser who is present at the time of sale at the 
shop, place or premises on which such portion of 
meat is exposed for sale. 


5. For the purposes of this Order, edible offals shall mean 
the following edible offals, whether fresh, chilled or frozen, 
of carcases of cattle, sheep and pigs : — 

livers, lungs, melts or spleen, skirts, tails, hearts, 
kidneys, sweetbreads, tongues, tripe and heads (includ- 
ing cheeks and brains). 

6. The Provisions of this Order shall apply on exposure 
for sale wholesale whether the person exposing the goods is 
or is not a wholesale dealer. 

7. The Provisions of this Order shall come into force at 
the expiration of six months from the date hereof. 

8.—.(a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. Order, 1934.
